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INTERNATIONAL MONETARY DEVELOPMENTS : Foreign 
exporters are becoming increasingly concerned that 
the latest dollar devaluation will have an adverse 
impact on their sales to the US. 


Foreign auto makers are | |upset. Volks- 

wagen's US sales will probably continue to fall. 
They already have been declining for two years, 
reflecting in part price increases as well as in- 
creased competition from the US and Japan. Toyota 
and Datsun, with pre-February price increases of 
11 and 14 percent respectively, have continued to 
do well in the US market, but their prices have 
yet to reflect the February devaluation. Both com- 
panies have indicated, however, further increases 
of 14 percent. Other Japanese auto makers have 
recently boosted prices 8-13 percent. Datsun is 
predicting only a slight increase in its exports 
to the US this year. 
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FEDAYEEN-LEBANON : Arab terrorists struck early 

this morning at an American-owned oil refinery near 
the coastal city of Sidon. According to press re- 
ports, they damaged oil storage facilities in what 
was an apparently skillfully executed operation. The 
strike is no doubt in fulfillment of repeated feda- 
yeen threats made against US interests since the Is- 
raeli raid Tuesday into Lebanon. The fedayeen may 
have viewed Sidon as a particularly appropriate site 
for their action because one of the targets of the 
Israeli operation was a guerrilla installation there.
